taken by the Commonwealth Edi­ 
son company and The Peoples Gas 
Light and Coke company, the elec­ 
tric and gas utilities which serve 
Chicago. 
‘'These reductions in dividends 
and expense are being made to al­ 
low all three companies to safe­ 
guard their current position, even 
though their earnings for the year 
ended March 31, were satisfactory,” 
a statement issued by Mr. Simpson 
says. 
“In accepting my present respon­ 
sibilities in these companies,” Mr. 
Simpson continued, “the public ser­ 
vice nature of the call, in the broad­ 
est sense, was a prime considera­ 
tion with me.

three-fold obligation:

BILL MEETS 3 
WITH FAVOR 


Plan to Restore Buying; 
Power to Individuals 
Who Will Spend 


Since “prosperity 
in 
America 
must begin on the farm,” as declar­ 
ed by the farm bureaus of the state 
at their recent mass meeting in De­ 
catur, farm bureau 
members are 
encouraged by the fact that their 
emergency bill to raise producer’s 
prices for one year, as introduced 
in the House 
at 
Washington by 
Congressman Rainey, was approv­ 
ed Saturday in the House commit­ 
tee on agriculture. 
A further 
encouraging fact is 
that whereas the original bill pro­ 
vided for emergency price increases 
on wheat, cotton and hogs, the com­ 
mittee added similar provisions for 
corn, tobacco, other Live stock and 
dairy products. 
What It Provides 
The bill provides for the emerg­ 
ency only: 
(I) That the Secretary of Agri­ 
culture shall proclaim at once what 
percentage of this year’s crops of 
the commodities named are needed 
for home consumption. 
;(2)—That any 
farm er 
selling 
wheat, for instance, shall present 
his weight certificate to an agent 
of the Secretary of Agriculture in 
his county and shall receive a neg­ 
otiable certificate for that percent­ 
age of his grain that the secre­ 
tary’s estimate 
declares 
will be 
consumed at home on the basis of 
the tariff, or 42 cents for wheat. 
(3)—That an excise tax of 42c 
per bushel be levied on the process­ 
ing of wheat, the tax go into the 
government fund to redeem the 
negotiable grain certificates. Pro­ 
cesses for export only will be ex­ 
empt from such tax. 
(Such, in brief, is the plan; the 
same system to be applied to bogs, 
dairy products, livestock, corn, to­ 
bacco, and cotton. It is designed to 
raise the prices of farm products 
on the domestic market to points 
equal to the tariff imposed on them. 
Then the broken link in the chain 
of buying and prosperity will be 
restored; the farmers will start re-* 
plenishing old machinery, buy paint 
for the buildings, clothing, and oth­ 
er necessities 
of 
normal living, 
which will stait the stores and fac­ 
tories to running toward normalcy, 
is the idea advanced. 
Why should 
not the humble farmer receive as 
much consideration from the gov­ 
ernment as the big manufacturers 
have enjoyed for many years, till 
their farmer market was drained of 
money to buy with. 
Any relief plan to be effective, 
President Earl Smith of the Illinois 
Agricultural 
association 
stressed 
at the Decatur mass meeting, June 
17, must 
(1) Get back to the individual. 
It is not enough to refinance high 
finance, the railroads, etc. 
(2) It must be simple. 
Not full 
of complicated requirements 
and 
red tape which make it almost im­ 
possible to use. 
(3) It must be quick. The pro­ 
vision of this bill is that it shall be 
effective within 15 days 
after it 
passes. 
The Cook County Farm Bureau 
is making a membership drive to 
give support to the national legis­ 
lation. 
Report meetings of work­ 
ers in the field will be held to see 
how the campaign is going. 
In counties of the state not cut 
up by a great city as Cook county 
is, farmers July 4, are to stage big 
parades with elaborate floats in 
support of the bill now in Congress. 
Members of the Illinois delega­ 
tion of Congress are receiving mes­ 
sages from farm bureau members 
that they will be welcomed back 
home after the session, if and when 
they have accomplished something 
for agriculture and prosperity. 
The farmer, who 
needs 
very 
much to replenish equipment and 
materials in his farmstead and 
household, is going to spend 
his 
money for things in town, and not 
put billions into bad loans abroad, 
it is pointed out. 
The rise in wheat of 42 cents a 
bushel 
will amount to about half 
a cent a loaf for bread.

T h ese TIMES Lave a tendency to con­ 
fine general buying to bargains. Quality 
considerations are being overlooked in 
the rush to lower prices. 


You will notice on tile chart at Hie 
right that since 1911 prices of food and 
clothing and other necessities have been 
anything but stable. During the War 
years, 1911 to 1920, they climbed to ex­ 
treme heights. Then they dropped down 
considerably during the reconstruction 
period. In the m iddle ^nineteen- 
twenties*’ they went up again— not a 
big jump this time, hut definitely up. 
Beginning in 1930, Hie trend of these 
commodities lias been down. Tile dip 
has been especially noticeable during the 
last six months. 


And so, with both high and low 
priced goods selling iii some cases for 
about half of what they formerly cost, 
many people have asked why gas and 
electricity prices have not been cut 
to the same extent. 
This is the reason: The 
prices of gas and electricity never were up 
during the prosperity years. 
Regulation pre­ 
vented it. Hie fact is that during those years of 
ups and downs in general living costs, the price 
of utility services was consistently dropping. 
liv e times in the last twenty years, the price of 
electricity has been lowered in northern Illinois, 
and all hut one of these reductions were made 
when general commodity prices were going up.

The chart also shows that the cost of elec­ 
tricity iii northern Illinois is still much 
lower, relatively, than the general cost of living. 
Economists report that while the 1932 dollar 
spent on general living expenses will buy 26% 
less than the 1913 dollar, the same dollar spent 
today for electricity will buy 85% more than 
the 1913 dollar. It seems quite evident that the 
present cost of electricity is near its proper 
level.

Ile is a lyric dramatic 
tenor and a great improvement on the old type of Gorman heroic tenor

speed of the music of "Don Giovanni” is incompatible with the German 
language and. 
therefore, to me the opera lost much of its charm. 
I like the Festspielhaus here, which I had never seen, 
as it is only 
A few years old. 
It lias quite a charm in its simplicity. 
Yesterday we motored to Isehi to hear some singers, and while 
there met Erie Korngold, the composer of “Die Todte Stadt.” He played 
for us his new “Babv Suite,” a charming composition, modern but full 
of delightful melodies. 
Like ail really talented people, he is simple and 
unassuming, a perfect 
host. 
This trip has given me a new picture of post-war operatic conditions 
in Europe I hope we may soon have our own training school for j cling­ 
er artists so that we may create our own stars and educate them ac­ 
cording to our standards which are in many ways very different from 
what are accepted over here.
